For this the farmer is expected to send to 
the city the best and purest of milk, pay

Roles .to tio vera Primaries, an Passed 
by the County Central Committee ■' 
at Waukegaa Last Saturday . 

, Pursuant to the authority and direction 
of the following resolution, adoDted by a 
regular Republican convention represent- 
ing the Republican ■ legal voters of ' Lake 
county, 111,, held March 20, 1904, te-wit: 

"Resolved,,. That -the nominations of 
Republican candidates for county' offices 
shall be mode, and all county conventions 
shall be called,. in the following manner: 

All primaries shall be" called in each and 
every precinct or voting district of the 
county by - the County Central Committee 
for tbe Bame date, and; tbe hours < thereof 
shall be tbe same in each -precinct, or dis- 
trict, to be fixed by the*. county committee. 

"All voting shall be by ballot, and the 
ballobrto be used in each of said precincts, 
or districts, shall be uniform, and shall con- 
tain, in addition to the names of delegates, 
when delegates are named, the names of 
all candidates for the several offices, and 
in voting each voter shall indicate bis 
choice by making a cross opposite tbe name 
of the candidate of his choice,' and tbe can- 
didate} having the highest number ot votes 
in any precinct, or voting district, shall 
have the delegation therefrom vote for him 
as instructed for him in the county conven- 
tion'. ..' 

. "And, belt further resolved, That the 
County Central Committed forthwith shall 
make such rules and regulations as shall be 
necessary to'carry into effect the spirit' of 
this resolution ;"'.

EXCURSION TRAIN IS WRECKED. 



Twenty-four Perilous Killed and Seven- 
ty-Two Injured at Glen wood, 111. 

Twenty-four women and children were 
killed and seventy-two injured, forty cu- 
riously, In n collision, between nn excur- 
sion train loaded to the platforms with 
Sunday school picnickers from Dorcmus 
Congregational Church, Chicago, nnd a 
freight train near G leu wood, III., at 0:40 
o'clock Wednesday uighL. 

The wreck was the result of a misun- 
derstanding of orders. The excursion 
train was coming north on the south- 
bound truck of Hie Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois Railroad when at n curve half a 
mile south of Glen wood it crashed Into 
the rear end of n coal train. The bng- 
gago car was 'telescoped and the first 
coach completely demolished. Both cars 
were filled with children and old worn-' 
cu, 

The party of 7,"0 picnickers was re- 
turning from Island Park, Moiucnce. For 
the most part the passengers wero hap- 
py children nnd their mothers. Soma 
were singing nnd soma wero asleep when 
the wreck came. 

At the crasli those In the rear cars of 
the eleven-coach train rushed for the 
doom or jumped throuRh the windows, 
ninny being Injured, hi rout, the first 
two cars, crushed like egg shells, wero 
crowded with dend and Injured. 

The baggage car had been filled with 
romping children. The roof of tha first 
passenger was rammed clear through it, 
pushing the cruelly crushed mass of hu- 
manity through tiio breaks In the walls. 
The first passenger car was torn to splin- 
ters. 

Word was sent to Chicago 'Heights and 
Glen wood and relief parlies reached the 
spot fifteen minutes Inter. The scene 
was n most fearful thing. Struggling 
masses of bodies could be seen through 
the openings in the cars. The dead and 
■injured were packed in together. 

The dead were terribly, horribly man- 
gled, lie ads nnd limbs having been sev- 
ered, and In. the midst were the maimed 
nnd injured living. It was fifteen min- 
utes before the first body was taken out.'

3. Tlint'the beef trust is organized nnd 
controlled by a holding* com pnny f similar 
to tlie Northern' Securities ' Company, 
known ns the National Packing Com- 
pany, capitalized at ?;t0,000,000. and or- 
ganized under the laws, of Xew Jersey.

working, when Bbovels of medium slje 
are used and Binull furrows left clmc 
to tbo rows. We 11 lid it no hnrder to 
keep drilled corn free from wcedB 
than It Is to keep hill corn clean, l-y 
using the smoothing harrow ncro*s 
the rows Just as soon ns the corn Is up. 
In four of Ave days a second harrow- 
ing may be given and then the culti- 
vators be set to work. 

Avoid leaving any furrow close to 
the rows, nnd also be sbre not to 
throw a ridge of enrth up to tLe 
plants.

Of the other varieties, one 
tree was t binned to S laches ami one 
tree left uuthlliticd. It waa noted at 
Hie cm! of the first season's test that 
all trees severely thinned were niiieh 
thriftier, and their fallnge much 
healthier, and did not fall from the 
trees as' early In the season ns on mi- 
tblmieil trees; that peaches from the 
thinned trees sold for nearly double 
as much ns those, from unthlnned 
trees'. The varieties chosen for the test 
happened to ripen at fi_ time .when 
there was a good, demand, otherwise 
peaches from until) lined trees would 
have been unsalable.
